1 . JAPAN TIMES, JUNE 3, PUBLISHED AP RELEASE ON INFORMAL 
WHALE MEETING HELD IN WASHINGTON. PAPER SEEMS TO HAVE 
PRINTED FULL TEXT. 

2. SUISAN KEIZAI SHIMBUN, JUNE 4 (JIJI RELEASE), STATED 
WASHINGTON MEETING HELD TO EXCHANGE VIEWS, BOTH SIDES 
CONTINUED TO MAINTAIN SAME POSITIONS AND AGREED TO CON- 
TINUE TALKS IN EUTURE. JIJI CLAIMED ANTI-WHALING CAMPAIGN 
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GRADUALLY INCREASING IN ACTIVITY; JAPANESE EMBASSY IN
